Martial Law In Madrid at 
End Advices Say—Rumor 
Jesuits Would Be Ex- 
pelled — Government 
Form In Demand— 
Cease Activities. 


Washington.—Receipt of news in 
diplomatic circles here that the Span- 
ish Republican Government had lifted 
the martial law order in the Madrid 
district was regarded as confirming 
earlier advices that the probability of 
a recurrence of the anti-clerical riot- 
ing in Spain had been removed. 

Most of the provinces were said to 
have been restored to tranquility and, 
while military rule was still the order 
in some, it was said that there was 
little apparent need for armed force. 

Reports indicating that the Jesuits 


will go voluntarily, for the govern- 


ment has not asked or indicated their | 


departure.“ 


Meanwhile, according to advices 
reaching here, the Government con- 
tinued its vigilance and Communists 
were warned against any further 
demonstration. A court martial in 
Malaga condemned one man to life 
imprisonment, one to twenty years 
and one to a twelve-year term for 


burning monasteries during the recent 


disturbances. 
Cabinet Checks Rioting 


Members of religious orders con-

tinued their duties undisturbed in all 


sections of Spain, officials here were 
informed, and no instances of violence 
had been reported from any of the 
principal population centers. 

As a further check to rioting, it was 
reported here, the Republican Cabinet 
approved a proposal of Education 
Minister Domingo restricting the sale 
or other distribution of Spanish art or 
literary treasures. This was seen in 
diplomatic circles as a move to dis- 
courage any contemplated looting of 
religious places. 

From the Spanish Embassy came a 
forma! denial that religious were as- 
saulted by rioters. The statement 
pointed out that at no time were the 
persons of the members of the clergy 
and religious orders endangered. 


Bourse In Madrid Reopened 


News of the reopening of the Bourse 
in Madrid served also to reassure ob- 
servers here. All listings were re- 
ported improved. The Catholic news- 
paper, El Debate, which had suspended 
publication, resumed. Its first issue 
contained a vigorous denunciation of 
the burning of churches during the 
rioting. 

Minor disorders were reported from 
Andalusia and Granada. In the for- 
mer province police were reported to 
have arrested many Communists and 
others suspected of agitating riots, 
Troops received orders to shoot on 
sight any persons attempting further 
attacks on churches. 

In Granada, it was reported, a 
minor outbreak caused great public 
indignation. In many places, it was 
said, the population armed itself to be 
ready to repel any rioters.

Baltimore.—With the continued co-
